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In response to the Examiner's requirement tor restriction, Applicant 
hereby confirms .hat Claims 1 - 8. Group I have been elected with traverse for 
prosecution. According*. Claim 9 has been cancelled In response thereto. 

The Examiner has pointed out that Claims 4 and 5. as originally 
submitted are duplicate. This overeat I. simply a clerical error and CMnSh- 
baen amended to recite that the polyester compositions are the ^ *" 
specttfcatton can be found a, page 7, lines 1.-20. wherein I. . 
polyester parts maybe different in composHtons. Ottrer amendment have been 
made to correct typographical erros such as spelling. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims W as arreted by Jones (WO 001201 57) 
o, in the alternative, as obvious over Jonas. As recited by the Examiner Jones 
m a laser welding method wire me laser power o, 1 0-500W and the weld,ng 
speed of 30-1200cm/min. 

The disclosure of Jones Is, however, exceedingly broad (i.e. plastics, 
see pege 3. lines 24 - 26, whereas Applicants invention Is limited to laser welding of 
ZZ*«°- ^us. white the Jonea disctesure may overiap that oMhe present 
3ion It does no. point out the welding paiamaters of me present Inventtoa 
I^Lre polyestere have been considered as poor candidates ™w.^ 
^LfJr relatively lowttenemiesion otredlatton h .he near Infrared range 
(spedttcatton a. page 2. lines 22 - 25). Thus, applicants Claim 1 as ounentty 
aided, limtts .he laser beam enetry. •» scanning spaed and the waveten*h 
necessary to obtain high weld sttengtos in polyesters. Applicant asserts that the 
ZZ method to obteln such high we* strengths from laser^ed po»esters ,s 
neither disclosed nor suggested in toe Jones reference. 
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Furthermore, Applicant asserts that the Improved weld strengths are indeed an 
unexpected result of maintaining these welding parameters as claimed. This la 
clearty borne out by the comparison of weld strengths obtained using the claimed 
method vs. those obtained by welding outside the parameters of Applicant's 
invention, as disclosed in Figs. 3 and 7. 

The Examiner has further rejected Claim 4 and 5 as being obvious over Jones 
in view of Routsalalnen (US e,802, 9 29). It is conceded that the latter reference 
discloses PBT and PET In me context of laser welding. However, these reference,, 
either elone or In combination, fall to reach the necessary weld parameters of Clarm 1 
in order to obtain high wek) strengths in auch polyesters. 

The Examiner has further rejected Claims 1 - 8 over Koshida 
(WO02/057353A2) in view of Jones. The Examiner concludes the. It would have 
L obvious tor one sldlled m me art to limit the we,d,n 9 parameters o. ApplKan, s 
^ontothose recited In Claimt In view ofthe combined references. Applet 
ItdZ that Koshida teaches laser welding of polyesters and Ore, Jones eaches 
iaserwe.dlnflofp4ast.es in general. However, neither reference reaches nor 

oomposifions when the welding parameters of Claim 1 are used. 

Appncant traverses the Exammer-s beses for obviousness and reque^that 
,ne ExJLr reconsrder. Again, Applicant requests mature Exammer revrewthe 
Z2Z Figs. 3 and 7. Nothing in the references suggests mat the peaK weld 
strengths would be found within the parameters of Claim 1 . 

Applicant, having shown that all pending daims are In a conditio* .for 
allowance, respectfully requests thatoftice action in accordance therewdh. 
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in view of the foregoing, allowance of the above-referenced application is 
respectfully requested.
